“PRAYER—Asking and Receiving” 


By OSWALD J. SMITH, D.D., LITT.D., F.R.G.S. 


Dr. John R. Rice has written 
many wonderful books, but none, 
I venture to say, more helpful than 
this. It is the most exhaustive study 
of prayer I have read for a long 
time. Every chapter shows exten- 
sive research and investigation. 


I was particularly struck by the 
many telling illustrations and ex- 
amples, all from real life. The av- 
erage book on Prayer is more or 
less abstract in its teaching, -but. 
not this. It bristles with stories 
from everyday life; in fact, the nu- 
merous personal experiences, with 
which the author drives home his 
points, are so convincing that all 
doubt is immediately swept aside. 


To Dr. Rice prayer is real, prayer 
is vital; it is as natural to expect 
God to answer prayer as it is to 
expect water the moment the hand 
turns the faucet.

Results are achieved by prayer. It 
is prayer that moves the Hand that 
rules the world. 


Perhaps the most startling chap- 


ters are the two on “Hindered 
Prayer.” They throw an abundance 
of light on the problem of unan- 
swered .prayer. I doubt if anyone 
will be able to read them without 
being convicted. They are positive- 
ly the most practical chapters in 
the book. The matters dealt.with 
are of a personal nature, and, long 
before these chapters are ended, 
there will be deep searchings of 
heart and genuine old-fashioned re- 
pentance and restitution. 


Both from Bible examples and 
present day experiences, Dr. Rice 
proves that even miracles are to 
be expected in answer to prayer. 
He in no wise limits the Holy 
Ghost, yet there is nothing un- 
scriptural nor fanatical in his in- 
sistence on the supernatural. Nu- 
nap iy authorities are quoted to 

tiate his position. 

Questions regarding faith, fast- 
ing, praying through, the will of 
God, importunity, Divine healing, 
etc., are dealt with in a masterly 
way. In fact, his teaching on prayer

“While at Sidmouth, preaching, 
in April, 1830, three believing sis- 
ters held in his presence a conver- 
sation about ‘believer’s baptism,’ 
which proved the suggestion of an- 
other important step in his life, 
which has a wider bearing than at 
first is apparent. 

“They naturally asked his opin- 
ion on the subject about which they 
were talking, and he replied that, 
having been baptized as a child, 
he saw no need of being baptized 
again. Being further asked if he 
had ever yet prayerfully searched 
the Word of God as to its testi- 
mony in this matter, he frankly 
confessed that he had-not. 

“At once, with unmistakable 
plainness of speech and with rare 
fidelity, one of these sisters in 
Christ promptly said: ‘I entreat 
you, then, never again to speak any 
more about it till you have done 
80.’ 

“Such a reply George Muller was 
not the man either to resent or to 
resist. He was too honest and con- 
scientious to dismiss without due 
reflection any challenge to search 
the oracles of God for their wit- 
ness upon any given question.

which he insisted that all pulpit 
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teaching and Christian practice... 
must be subjected to one great -= 


test, namely, the touchstone of the 
word of God. Already an Elijah in 
spirit, his great aim was to repair 
the broken-down altar of the Lord, 
to expose and rebuke all that hin- 
dered a thoroughly scriptural wor- 
ship and service, and, if possible, 
to restore apostolic simplicity of 
doctrine and life. 

“As he thought and prayed about 
this matter, he was forced to ad- 
mit to himself that he had never 
yet earnestly examined the Scrip- 
tures for their teaching as to the 
position and relation of baptism in 
the believer’s life, nor had he even 
prayed for light upon it. He had 
nevertheless repeatedly spoken 
against believers’ baptism, and so 
he saw it to be possible that he 
might himself have been opposing 
the teaching of the Word. He 
therefore determined to study the 
subject until he should reach a 
final, satisfactory, and scriptural 
conclusion; and thenceforth, wheth- 
er led to defend infant baptism or 
believers’ baptism, to do it only on 
scriptural grounds. |

John 12:34, “Who is this Son of 
Man?” 
I shall select seven passages out 


of the scores that are available, 


and I beg you to note what is im- 


plied in each one of them con-| 


cerning the true nature of this 


-| blessed One who calls Himself the 


Son of Man. 


|. Lord of the Sabbath 
In Matthew 12, verses 1 to 8, we 
have the familiar incident of the 
Lord and His disciples plucking the 
ears of corn on the Sabbath day. 


In meeting the objections of the/ 


Pharisees, who claimed that such 
procedure was unlawful on the 
Sabbath, He declares, “The Son of 
Man is Lord even of the Sabbath 


} day.” 


What a remarkable statement to 


‘come from the lips of a mere man! 


The Sabbath was the sign of God’s 
covenant relationship with His peo- 


ple Israel. Again and again He as- 


serts His own authority in a spe- 
cial way in connection with that 
day. In Isaiah 58:13 and 14, He 
says, “If thou turn away thy foot 
from the Sabbath, from doing thy 
pleasure on My holy day; and call 
the Sabbath a delight, the holy of 
the Lord, honourable; and shalt 
honour Him, not doing thine own 
ways, nor finding thine own pleas- 
ure nor speaking thine-own words: 
Then shalt thou delight thyself in 
the Lord; and I will cause thee to 
ride upon the high places of the 
earth, and feed thee with the her- 
itage of Jacob thy father: for the 
mouth of the Lord hath spoken it.” 

Now observe, God calls the Sab- 
bath “My Holy Day.” In other 
words, Jehovah Himself is Lord of 
the Sabbath day. While it is true 
that “the Sabbath was made for 
man, and not man for the Sab- 
bath,” yet ho man as such, would 
have authority to regulate human 
behaviour on that day, or to de- 
cree how it should be observed. But 
our Lord Jesus Christ assumes that 
very position. He sweeps to one 
side the regulations of the Scribes 
and Pharisees, the traditions of the 
elders, and the additions to the law 
made by the rabbis, and. declares 
that He is greater than the Temple 
in which the priests carry-on. their 
work on the Sabbath and are 
blameless, and, therefore, He ab- 
solves His disciples of all stigma 
of impiety because oftheir action 
as they walked with Him through 
the fields, and calmly announces 
that “the Son of Man is Lord even 
of the Sabbath day.” What must 
His hearers have thought of such 
a declaration? How could His dis- 
ciples explain such an apparent as- 
sumption of authority unless they 
recognised the fact that He spoke 
mot merely as man,-but as God. 

Imagine one of the rabbis declar- 
ing himself to be lord of the Sab- 
bath day! Think of any prophet in 
Israel making such a declaration! 
But Jesus does this very thing. In 
view of it, I put the question to you 
today, and beg you to thoughtfully 
consider ere you answer, ‘Who is 
this Son of Man?” 


ll. The Saviour of Sinners 
Let us now turn to Luke’s -Gos- 
pel, chapter 19, verse 10. ‘For the 
Son of Man is come TO SEEK 
AND TO SAVE THAT WHICH 


|WAS LOST.” TheSe words were 


spoken, as you will recall, in con- 
nection with our Lord’s visit to 
Jericho, when He went to be a 
guest in the home of Zacchaeus, 
the Publican. In answer to the 
carping criticism of the self-right- 
eous Jews who blamed Him for go- 
ing “‘to be a guest with a man that 
is a sinner,” He declares, ‘This day 


is salvation come to this house, for- 


asmuch as he also is a son of Abra- 
ham.” That is, He recognizes the 
faith that was in the heart of 
Zacchaeus, and, therefore, links 
him up with believing Abraham, 
and _ then he tells of the great mis- 
sion of the Son of Man. He came 
not to call the righteous, but to 
seek and to save that which was 
lost. Now observe, He does not say 
that He came to show the lost how 
they might be saved. He did not 
come to instruct them as to what 


to do in order that they might. 


be delivered from their sad 
condition He did not come 
to point them to some one 
greater than Himself, who could 

for them what He could not. 
self mest oe se to seek them

‘you to consider well the question 
and to answer as you will wish you} 
had in the day of judgment, “Whe 
is this Son of Man?” 


Ill. The Forgiver of Sins 
In the next instance, we will look 


at the Gospel of Mark, chapter 2, 
verse 10. “The Son of Man hath 
POWER ON EARTH TO FOR- 
GIVE SINS.” It is the well-known 
story of the healing of the pal- 
sied man who came to Him borne 
of four, and when they could not 
get near to where the blessed Lord 
was, they uncovered the roof, and 
let the sick man down by cords at 


that, ‘‘When Jésus saw their faith, 
He said unto the sick of the palsy, 
Son, thy sins be forgiven thee, But 
there were certain .of the scribes 
sitting there, and reasoning in their 
hearts. Why doth this Man thus 
speak blasphemies? who can for- 
give sins but God only? And im- 
mediately when Jesus perceived in 
His spirit that they so reasoned 
within themselves, He said unto 
them, Why reason ye these things 
in your hearts? Whether is it eas- 
ier to say to the sick of the palsy, 
Thy sins be forgiven thee; or to 
say, Arise, take up thy bed, and 
walk? But that ye may know that 
the Son of. Man hath power on 
earth to forgive sins, (he saith to 
the sick of the palsy), I say unto 
thee, Arise, and take up thy bed, 
and go thy way into thine house. 
And immediately he arose, took up 
his bed, and went forth before 
them all! insomuch that they were 
all amazed and glorified God, say- 
ing, We never saw it on this fash- 
ion.”’

On more 
than one occasion, He exercised 
this power. Weary, conscience- 
smitten, sin-stricken souls came 
weeping to His feet, and went 
away rejoicing in a sense of divine 
forgiveness. Oh, caviller, I beg of 
you, do not seek to turn aside the 
force of this, but face the question 
honestly. “Who is this Son of 
Man?” Can He who thus forgives 
sin be any less than God Himself 
in grace become man for our re- 
demption? 


IV. The Kinsman Redeemer .. 

In the tenth chapter of the same 
Gospel, we have another marvel- 
lous declaration. In verse 45, we 
read, “For even the Son of ‘Man 
came not to be ministered unto, 
but to minister, and to give His 
life a ransom for many.” In the 
Forty-ninth Psalm, we read of all 
the sons of men, that “none of 
them can by any means redeem 
his brother, nor give to God a ran- 
som for him.’ The reason, of 
course, is that every man is under 
the sentence of death and judg- 
ment for his own sins, and, there- 
fore, no one has merit sufficient to 
enable him to redeem another from 
the power of the grave. The eighth 
verse.as literally translated, em- 
phasizes this. “‘For the redemption

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BOOK REVIEWS 


MYSTERY OF MYSTERIES by 
Wheeler Boggess. This is a most 
unusual book. In the form of fiction 
and drama, it sets out to tell the 
story of God’s creation. The first 
chapter is set in Heaven and the 
characters ‘who carry on the con- 
versation and do the work of God 
are angels, who are called by name. 
The growth of Lucifer’s wisdom, 
his ambition, disobedience, his final 
rebellion and his expulsion with 
other fallen angels from Heaven, is 
told in the form of a thrilling story. 
Much of the plot is based on the 
supposition t the earth was 
once peopled with another race of 
angels, that the extinct animals 
now preserved as fossils were, 
many of them, developed by Satan 
and his angels in disobedience to 
God, and that all were destroyed at 
a cataclysm between verses 1 and 
2 of Genesis, chapter 1. I do not 
believe the theory. Then Adam and 
Eve become real creatures, and 
Seth, Enoch, Noah, Abraham, Mos- 
es, etc., appear on the scene and 
converse as real characters down 
through the centuries until finally 
Christ is born. The story is told 
of his life, ministry, death, resur- 
rection and ascension. It is princi- 
pally the Bible story throughout, 
put in the form of a novel. Al- 


though the reader will find some 
‘things with which he does not 


agree, he will find the book thrill- 
ing. reading, which will strengthen 
the faith, we believe, of many.

of the soul is costly, and must be 
let alone for ever.” 

So far then as man is concerned, 
mere man, sinful man, _ corrupt 
man, it is hopeless looking for re- 
demption through his poor efforts. 

But here in the Gospel is the 
One who calls Himself the Son of 
Man, and yet makes the amazing 
statement that He is come to give 
His life a.ransom for many. Here 
is the true Kinsman-Redeemer, the 
One for whom Job yearned. He can 
put His hand upon both God and 
man, and bring the offended Maj- 
esty of the Heavens and the guilty 
sinner together in peace, through 
His own atoning death. Who can 
this wondrous Person be who 
claims that He came to earth on 
SO marvellous a mission? “Who is 
this Son of Man?” 


V. Lord of the Angels 


Turning back to Matthew, let 
us notice chapter 13, verse 41, 
“The Son of Man shall send forth 
His angels, and they shall gather 
out of His Kingdom all things that 
offend, and them which do iniq- 
uity.” Can you imagine any mere 
mortal in his right mind speaking 
like this? Angels are supernatural 
beings greater in power and might 
than-mankind, and yet the Son of 
Man speaks of His angels, and as- 
serts His authority over them. They 
do His bidding. He sends them, and 
they act in accordance with His 
orders. 

~The founders of the great orien- 
tal religious systems _ never 
dreamed of speaking like this. 
Gautama Buddha never talked of 
his angels. Zoroaster, the founder 
of the religion of the Parsees, no- 
where assumed authority over the 
hosts of Heaven, Mohammed, while 
claiming signal honours, never took 
so high a place as this. 

For any other man to speak of 
sending forth his angels would be 
an evidence of paranoia. We would 
brand him immediately as insane, 
and we should expect to find him 
saying and doing most extravagant 
things. But there is no evidence of 
lack of mental balance here. Our 
blessed Lord was speaking in the 
calmest possible way when He 
made such: astounding assertions, 
and it never even occurred to any- 
one to call His words in question. 
As Son of Man, He was the Sower 
of the good seed, and it is the Son 
of Man who will send forth His 
angels to destroy the tares and 
gather in- the harvest at the end 
of the age. Again I plead with you, 
face the question honestly, and an- 
swer it, as in the presence of God, 
“Who is this Son of Man?”

EARTHEN VESSELS by John 
R. Church, D. D. The sub-title is 
“The Human Element in Holiness.” 
Dr. Church is a general evangelist 
of the Methodist Church and the 
book is about “entire sanctifica- 
tion.” The author takes the posi- 
tion that after people are born 
again they need a second work of 
grace, ‘the eradication of carnal- 
ity.’ This eradication of the sin 
root, entirely, takes place, thinks 
Dr. Church, by “the baptism of the 
Holy Spirit.” After Holiness people 
have been entirely sanctified, and 
all their carnality has been eradi- 
cated, Dr. Church says that anger, 
impatience and disobedience to God 
are not sin, but only manifestations 
of humanity, ‘the earthen vessel’! 


We believe that Dr. Church is a 
sincere and earnest man who loves 
the Lord. But the book is thorough- 
ly unsound. On salvation by grace 
and eternal security the author 
seems not to know anything of 
the finished work of Christ that is 
imputed to the Christian when he 
believes. Baptism, without any ref- 
erence to what the word actually

certain questions of His disciples 
in regard to His second Coming. In 
verse 27, He says, “For as the 
lightning. cometh out of the east, 
and shineth even unto the west; 
so shall also the Coming of. the 
Son of Man be.’ In verse.30, He 
adds, ‘‘And then shall appear the 
sign of the Son of Man in Heaven, 
and then shall all the tribes of the 
earth mourn, and they shall see the 
Son of Man Coming in the clouds 
of Heaven with power and great 
glory.” 


~ In the’-verse that follows, He 


again uses the same expression 
that has already challenged our 
attention in the previous instance. 
He says, ‘He shall send His angels 
with a great sound of a trumpet, 
and they shall gather together His 
elect from the four winds, from 
one end of heaven to the other.”’ 


Further down in the chapter in 
verses 37 to 39, He says, “But as 
the days of Noe were so shall also 
the coming of the Son of Man be. 
For as in the days that were before 
the flood they were eating and 
drinking, marrying and giving in 
marriage, until the day that Noe 
entered the ark. And knew not un- 
til the flood came, and took them 
all away; so shall also the com- 
ing of the Son of Man he.” 


And again in verse 44, “There- 
fore be ye also ready, for in such 
an hour as ye think not, the Son 
of Man cometh.” 


Six times then in this one chap- 
ter, and again in verse 31 of chap- 
ter 25, He speaks of the return of 
the Son of Man. That return is to 
be accomplished by a marvellous 
display of divine power. His Com- 
ing will be as lightning flashing 
across the Heavens. He will be 
seen riding in glory upon the clouds 
of the sky. He will appear as the 
Judge of all living, and their des- 
tiny will be determined by Himself. 
Could there be any stronger proof 
that He knew He was God incar- 
nate?.- What amazing declarations 
for any fan to make, unless that 
Man be also God! Read this chap- 
ter carefully; weigh each expres- 
sion thoughtfully, and then be hon- 
est enough to face the question 
without any bias or prejudgment, 
“Whe is this Son of Man?” 


Vil. The Life-Giver and Judge 


We shall pause to look at but one 
more passage, and this is found in 
the fifth chapter of the Gospel of 
John. Let us read verses 25 to 29, 
‘Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
The hour is coming and now is, 
when the dead shall hear the voice 
of the Son of God: and they that 
hear shall live. For as the Father 
hath life in Himself; so hath He 
given to the Son to have life in 
Himself; And hath given authority 
to execute judgment diso, becausé 
He is the Son of Man. Marvel not 
at this: for the hour is coming, 
in the which all that are in the 
graves shall hear His voice, And 
shall come forth; they that have 
done good, unto the resurrection of 
life; and they that have done evil, 
unto the resurrection of damna- 
tion.” 

In verse 25, He speaks of Him- 
self as Son of God, who during all 
this age of grace is quickening 
dead souls. They who hear His 
voice, though dead in trespasses 
and sins, receive divine and eter- 
nal life: It is the will of the Father 
thus to save all who trust in Him, 
and the Father has delegated the 
execution of judgment to Him, be- 
cause He is the Son of Man. 


We know from other Scriptures 
that men must stand at the judg- 
ment bar of God. It is “God who 
will bring every work into judg- 
ment with every secret thing, 
whether it be good or whether it 
be evil” (Eccles. 12:14). But when 
men are summoned from the tomb, 
and stand at the bar of God, they 
will behold seated upon the Great 
White Throne, the Son of Man, His 
voice it is that will awaken the 
dead. Both the saved and the un-. 
saved shall rise at His call; the 
saved in the resurrection of life, 
and the unsaved in the resurrection 
of judgment; and every man shall 
give account to Him. He attributes 
to Himself the fullest divine au- 
thority. He makes Himself the 
touchstone of every heart; He as- 
sumes the right to judge every 
man. Such claims are nothing 
short of blasphemous unless He 
in very truth the divine Son of

In closing, I 
again, if you have had any doubt 
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and will continue as long as time 
lasts. These five books are Job, 
Psalms, Proverbs, Ecclesiastes, and 
the Song of Solomon. Now, let’s 
take these books as a unit for just 
a few moments. I want you to get 
the background of the first chapter 
of Psalms, and let’s see what each 
teaches, and then putting the five 
together see how they speak of a 
full, rounded, fruitful Christian 
life. Re A 

Now just in-a word, the book of 
Job deals with the subject of death 
of self, of self being crucified, the 
worthlessness of self. Paul spoke 
of the same thing when he said, 
“In me, that is in my flesh, dwell- 
eth no good thing,” and we see 
Job coming to the end of himself at 
the forty-second chapter, and say- 
ing, “I have heard of thee by the 
hearing of the ear: but now mine 
eye seeth thee. Wherefore I abhor 
myself.”’ 


Right over against that, the oth- 
er arm of the cross, shall I put it, 
over against that worthlessness of 
self we come to the Psalm of life. 
Over against the worthlessness of 
self we have the worthfulness of 
Christ, life in Christ, that new life, 


life. And the blessed man, the born- 
again Christian, can sing and say, 
“The Lord is my shepherd; I shall 
not want. He maketh to lie down in 
green pastures: he leadeth me be- 
side the still waters.” (Ps. 23:1, 
2). And then he can say, ‘‘Fret not 
thyself because of evildoers, nei- 
ther be thou envious against the 
workers of iniquity. For they shall 
soon be cut down.” (Ps. 37:1). 
Trust in the Lord, delight thyself 
also in the Lord, commit thy way 
unto the Lord, trust also in Him, 
and He shall’bring it to pass. That 
is what comes of being a new crea- 
tion in Christ Jesus, walking in 
newness of life. For “He that 
dwelleth in the secret place of the 
most High shall abide under the 
shadow of the Almighty.” “Surely 
He shall deliver thee from the 
snare of the fowler, from the nois- 
ome pestilence. He shall cover thee 
with His feathers, and under His 
wings shalt thou trust.”’ And “Thou 
shall not be afraid for the terror 
by night, nor for the arrow that 
flieth by day.” (Ps. 91:1-5). Oh, 
how those wonderful 150 Psalms 
become the very life, power and 
blood of the new life in Christ Je- 
sus! 

Worthlessness of self in Job, life 
of Christ in Psalms, and in Prov- 
erbs we come into the school of 
Christ. 

Now the word Proverbs means 
‘to rule or govern. You remember 
back in the first chapter of Gen- 
esis, how God made two great 
lights, the greater light to rule the 
day, and the lesser light to rule 
the night. Well, that is exactly 
what the Proverbs are, to rule or 
govern us in this wilderness jour- 
ney. These Proverbs are the wis- 
dom-holders, light-holders; and 
their purpose is to rule with heav- 
enly light man’s conduct on this 
earth. It is night-time, friend; we 
need the Word of God as never be- 
fore, and the entrance of that Word 


concerning the person of Jesus in 
the past, to weigh all this evidence, 
and answer the question in the 
light of that judgment throne, 
“WHO IS THIS SON OF MAN?”

We need these light-holders, 
thesé Proverbs, a lamp unto our 
feet and a light unto our path. And 


we are commanded to “trust in the . © 


Lord with all thine heart; and lean 
not unto thine own understanding. 
In all thy ways acknowledge him, 
and he shall direct thy path’— 
through these wisdom - holders, 
light-holders. 

Ecclesiastes? Why, that’s the 
emptiness of earth, and the man 
sitting there under the sun says, 
“All is vanity, all is vanity.” The 
emptiness of earth! Let me tell 
you something: you get a glimpse 
of the resurrected Lord Jesus 
Christ and this old earth will have 
no attraction. It will be utterly 
empty. 

And then the Song of Solomon 
is the fulness of Christ, the worth- 
fulness of Christ. Paul said, “For 
me to live is Christ.” There is a 
story beautifully told—tI’ll tell it 
to you just in a moment, just in 
a few words, how a mother and son 
and daughter had a little herd of 
sheep and one day they were rest- 
ing under the shade of a tree in 
Palestine, and a beautiful, a fine 
handsome young man, a shepherd 
lad, came by with his flock of 
Sheep. He rested, too, under the 
tree, and the fine shepherd lad fell 
in love with the daughter, and they 
became engaged. The young shep- 
herd lad had to go on his way up 
into the hills of Judaea, and while 
he was away, the king of the land 
came through with a great retinue 
of servants, and a great following, 
and beautifully arrayed in all the 
authority of his office. And he tried 
in every way to win the young, 
espoused bride-to-be from her hus- 
band-to-be. You know, -she said in 
sO many words, ‘‘No, I am true to 
my absent shepherd lad, and I’m 
going to be married to him some 

ay.” 

The application is this, that you 
and I have been espoused, engaged, 
to the Lord Jesus Christ, and Satan 
the prince of the power of the air, 
the angel of light, comes by in all 
of his attractiveness, and tries to 
get us aside, and to follow him. 
But the true member of the body 
of Christ says this, ‘No, my Lord, 
my bridegroom, is absent; He’s up. 
in the glory. And I’m going to be 
married to Him some day, in the 
marriage supper of the Lamb. I 
am going to be true to Him, in 
spite of all the attractions of this 
world.” I feel like saying, ‘‘Amen!”’ 
to that. 

The death of self, life in Christ, 
the school of Christ, the emptiness 
of earth, and now the fulness of 
Christ! You know, I feel led to jugt 
turn to the third chapter of Ephe- 
sians, and read there in that six- 
teenth verse, “That he would grant 
you, according to the riches of his 
glory, to be strengthened with 
might by his Spirit in the inner 
man; that Christ may dwell in your 
hearts by faith; that ye, being 
rooted and grounded in love, may 
be able to comprehend with all 
saints what is the breadth, and 
length, and depth, and height;” 
now listen, “And to know the love 
of Christ, which passeth knowl- 
edge, that ye might be filled with 
all the fulness of God.” (Eph. 3: 
16-19). And if you are filled with 
Him, this old world is empty. 


Psalm |: The Blessed Man 


Now the first Psalm; the Lord 
willing, we will spend a few Sun- 
day nights, a few Sunday broad- 
casts, on the first Psalm. With your 
Bibles open there I want you to 
examine this wonderful Psalm, be- 
cause it tells us of the blessed man, 
how he walks in newness of life, 
and this first Psalm briefly speaks 
of the experience of one who has 
been truly born again, walking in 
newness of life. A contrast between 
not only the truly born-again one, 
the spiritually-minded child of God, 
but also in contrast with those who 
are still in the natural, not born | 
again. “For the Lord knoweth the 
way of the righteous, but the way 
of the ungodly shall perish.” 

Now this new, creation—I _ just 
want you to be so spiritually hun- 
gry: and so grasping for this new 
life in Christ Jesus that you’ll not 
wait a moment but accept Christ 
as your personal Saviour. This new 
creation in Christ Jesus is a happy 
man, a blessed man. “Blessed is the 
man that walketh not in the coun- 
sel of the wungodly’-—literally, 
“How happy is the man” or “Bless- 
ings to that man who walks not

The Counsel of the Ungodly 


Now, I want to tell you some- 
thing. There is the counsel of the 
ungodly, and oh, the great ques- 
tion is this, will you listen to God’s 
Word, which is wisdom from above, 
or will you listen to the wisdom 
and counsel of the ungodly? To the 
law, and to the testimony, Isaiah 
says. And I don’t give the snap of 
my finger for what the ungodly 
say, if what they say does not line 
up with the Word of God. The 
Word of God is my final and com- 
plete and only authority. I hope 
that sinks in. If it isn’t in the Word 
of God, I don’t care how sweet and 
how beautiful things may sound 
from man’s reasonings and man’s 
philosophy; if it is contrary to the 
Word of God, it is out of the pit. 

“But as many as received him”’ 
—if you will receive Him as your 
personal Saviour, you enter in, the 

Holy Spirit becomes indwelt in 
your heart, and He, the Holy Spir- 
it, begins to teach you. Then you 
know spiritual things and you 
know that God’s Word is true. 

Now, the ungodly give counsel, 
and plenty of it. I have heard them 
say that there is no such thing as 
sin. No sin. Man, they say, evolved 
from a wriggling snake or some- 
thing back there aeons ago. He’s 
been gradually evolving, evolving 
—well, he’s made an awful mess of 
it, if you look at the world today! 
When is he going to evolve, heaven 
tell me, please, and become as 
God? No, sir! man, according to 
God’s Word, was created in the 
image of God, perfect in that re- 
lationship, and sin entered in, and 
men became separated, cut off, 
alienated, and he’s gone down to 
the depths because of sin. It is 
only the love of God that is come 
in and is raising man to the height 
that he should be raised up.

simple, thorough, and busines-like, 
and. was always pursued after- 
ward. He first sought from God 
the Spirit’s teaching that his eyes 
might be opened to the Word’s wit- 
ness, and his mind illumined; then 
he set about a systematic examina- 
tion of the New Testament from 
beginning to end. So far as possible 
he sought absolutely to rid himself 
of all bias of previous opinion or 
practice, prepossession or preju- 
dice; he prayed and endeavoured 
to be free from the influence of hu- 
man tradition, popular custom, and 
churchly sanction, or that more 
subtle hindrance, personal pride in 


‘his own consistency. He was hum- 


ble enough to be willing to retract 
any erroneous teaching and re- 
nounce any false position, and to 
espouse that wise maxim: ‘Don’t 
be consistent, but simply be true.’ 
Whatever may have been the case 
with others who claim to have ex- 
amined the same question for them- 
selves, the result in this case was 
that he came to the conclusion, 
and, as he believed, from the word 
of God and the Spirit of God, that 
none but believers are the proper 
subjects of baptisms, and that only 
immersion is its proper mode. Two 
passages of Scripture were very 
marked in the prominence which 
they had in compelling him to 
these conclusions, namely: Acts 8: 
36-38, and Romans 6:3-5. The case 
of the Ethiopian eunuch strongly 
convinced him that baptism is 
proper, only as the act of a be- 
liever confessing Christ; and the 
passage in the Epistle to the Ro- 
mans* equally satisfied him that 
only immersion in water can. ex- 
press the typical burial with Christ 
and resurrection with Him, there 
and elsewhere made so prominent. 
He intended no assault upon breth- 


beneath—sensual, devilish. 

I am trusting my soul for time 
and eternity on the pure, unadul- 
terated Word of God, “thus saith 
the Lord.” And if I never preach 
to you again, I want you to re- 
member that, that I am not trust- 
ing to some old wives’ fable, some 
philosophy, some man’s creed, but 
I am trusting Christ, and Christ 
alone. ““‘There is a way that seem- 
eth right unto a man, but the ends 
thereof are the ways of déath.” 
And man has his creeds and phil- 
osophies, and oh, how they like to 
temper down the facts of sin, and 
of Hell, and of eternal punishment, 
that men are lost and bound for 
a Christless eternity. Oh, I want 
to wake you up, that you’ve got 
an eternal soul, and the destiny of 
that soul is determined by what 


you do with God’s beloved Son, the. 


Lord Jesus Christ. Thank God, the 
blessed man’s daily walk and man- 
ner of life is not directed by the 
counsel of the ungodly, but by the 
Word of God. His Word is a lamp 
unto his feet, and a light unto his 
path, and believers believe that 
there is a Heaven to gain and a 
Hell to shun. They believe in the 
eternal, everlasting punishment of 
the wicked, for “all have sinned 
and .come short of the glory of 
God,” that there’s no other way, 
but that Christ is the one way, the 
one foundation, and no man com- 
eth unto the father except through 
Him. 

Which will it be? Will you take 
the Word of God, or will you take 
the counsel of the ungodly? God 
grant that you take “thus saith 
the Lord.” Let’s bow our heads in 
prayer.

eight days. Brother Tindley is the 
greatest negro soloist in America, 
and one of the’ 
in the editor’s judgment. His fa- 
ther was the late Dr. Albert Tind- 
ley, pastor of the Tindley Temple, 
negro Methodist Church in Phila- 
deiphia, with thousands of mem- 
bers, and the author of “Nothing 
Between My Soul and the Saviour,” 
“Take your Burden to the Lord 
and Leave It There,’ “We'll Un- 
derstand It Better Bye and Bye,” 
and many other very useful gospel 
songs and hymns. The younger 
Tindley was offered a fine salary 
to sing in the motion picture, 
“Green Pastures,’ but refused to 
leave his work as a humble soul- 
winner and singer for Christ. Mrs. 
Tindley is a coloratura soprano, 
and a fine piano accompanist who 
helps her husband. 

I had the privilege of having 


ren who hold other views, when he 
thus plainly stated in his journal 
the honest and unavoidable convic- 
tions to which he came; but he 
was too loyal both to the word of 


God and to his own conscience to. 


withhold his views when so care- 
fully and prayerfully arrived at 
through the searching of the 
Scriptures. 


“Conviction compelled action, 
for in him there was no spirit of 
compromise; and he was accord- 
ingly promptly baptized. Years af- 
ter, in reviewing his course, he re- 
cords the solemn conviction that 
‘of all revealed truths, not one is 
more clearly revealed in the Scrip- 
tures—not even the doctrine of jus- 
tification by faith—and that the 
subject has only become obscured 
by men not having been willing 
to take the Scriptures alone to de- 
cide the point.’ 


“He also bears witness inciden- 
tally that not one true friend in 
the Lord had ever turned his back 
upon him in consequence of his 
baptism, as he supposed some 
would have done; and that almost 
all such friends had, since then, 
been themselves baptized. It is true 
that in one way he suffered some 
pecuniary loss through this step 
taken in obedience to conviction, 
but the Lord did not suffer him to 
be ultimately the loser even in 
this respect, for He bountifully 
made up to him any such sacrifice, 
even in things that pertain to this 
life. He concludes this review of 
his course by adding that through 
his example many others were led 
both to examine the question of 
baptism anew and to submit them- 
selves to the ordinance. 


“Such experiences as these sug- 
gest the honest question whether 
there is not imperative need of sub- 
jecting all current religious cus- 
toms and practices to the one test 
of conformity to the scripture pat- 
tern. Our Lord sharply rebuked the 
Pharisees of His day for making 
‘the commandment of God of none 
effect by their tradition,’ and, after 
giving one instance, He added, ‘and 
many other such like things do ye.’ 
It is very easy for doctrines and 
practices to gain acceptance, which 
are the outgrowth of ecclesiasti- 
cism, and neither have sanction in 
the word of God, nor will bear the 
searching light of its testimony. 
Cyprian has forewarned us that 
even antiquity is not authority, but 
may be only vetustas erroris— the 
old age of error. What radical re- 
forms would be made in modern 
worship, teaching and practice,—in 
the whole conduct of disciples and 
the administration of the church of 
God—if the one final criterion of 
all judgment were ‘What do the 
Scriptures teach,’ and what revolu- 
tions in our own lives as believ- 
ers might take place, if we should 
first put every notion of truth and 
custom of life to this one test of 
scripture authority, and then with 
the courage of conviction dare to 
do according to that word—count- 


ing no cost, but studying to show 


ourselves approved of God! Is it 
possible that there are any modern 
disciples who ‘reject the command- 
ment of God that they may keep 
their own tradition’? — i 
“This step, taken by Mr. Muller 
as to baptism, was only a precur- 
sor of many others, all of which, 


as he believed, were according to} '
